The title specifies that it is a proposed 
amendment to the constitution of Min*

Jud.ee 
Graves Blinks that under the provis­ 
ions of th#' constitution for the enact­ 
ment 
of 
amendments, 
a 
proposal 
hould se out in its hod that it pur­ 
ports to be an amendment. 
Nature of Roach’s Off ce. 
In a detailed discussion of the na­ 
ture of the office of the secretary of 
late Judge Graves holds that the sec­ 
retary is a ministerial officer entitled 
to exercise discretion in the conduct of 
his office. From that the judge con­ 
cludes that Secretary Roach was not 
hound to place the proposed amend­ 
ment on the ballot merely because it 
was properly initiated, but w’as autio- 
i'.ed to accept or reject it at his dis­ 
cretion. 
Judge Graves holds that the secre­ 
tary of state should refuse to submit 
v* the people any proposal of a matt* i 
-pen which the 
constitution 
of 
the 
’nited States forbids the states to 
legislate. 
“The pioposed measure now before 
us,” Judge Graves says, “contains a 
subject m atter that has been with­ 
drawn absolutely from the control of 
ie state. 
I am not saying that the 
people of Missouri, through the initia 
♦ ive. may not amend their constitution 
o as to prohibit the manufacture and 
vie of intoxicating liquors. Tins they 
•un do. But the proposed measure now 
before us undertakes to regulate in g r­ 
ate commerce so far as intoxicating 
liquors are co n cern ed , and this is an 
ti tempt by the state to assume control 
ii a subject of legislative action over 
.vhich the state* has no control or pow- 
vr to act.” 
Opinion Further Says. 
A little farther along the opinion 
cays: 
“The secretary of state is not com- 
><>lled to accept and place upon the 
bu. I lot any proposition that may he pe­ 
lt ioned for by the requisite number of 
voters. The proposition petitioned for 
oust be a proper subject matter ot 
state legislation, lf the subject matter 
has been withdrawn from the legisla­ 
tive control of the state by the federal 
•oustitution, then oui initiative amend­ 
ment to t’:c* statutes passed in pursu- 
mce thereof contemplates that the sec­ 
retary of state may refuse to act, and 
die que . Lion is then for the courts.” 
• 
Judge Graves does not agree with 
•he prohibition leaders’ contention that 
such refusal by th*1 secretary of state 
mumms to an attempt by him to pass 
upon the constitutionality of a law*. 
This he does not do, for the good rea­ 
son that no law is before him to be 
passed upon.” Judge Graves says, “lie 
inly has before him 
a 
petition 
of 
voters asking that the proposed meas­ 
ure be placed upon the official ballot. 
It is far from being a law*. The people 
do not legislate, under the initiative, 
in til they cast their ballots.” 
Finally, Judge Graves 
holds 
t h a t 1 
hat part of 
the state 
constitution 
winch 
says 
“proposed 
amendments 
shall be submitted to a vote of the peo­ 
ple, 
each 
amendment 
separately,” 
precludes the lawful submission of the 
proposed amendment 
in the form in 
which it was drawn. 
In the introduction, Judge Graves 
says his reasons were hurried!.' " l i t ­ 
ten down, but that he preferred it so 
rather than have his opinion go down 
after the ruling of the court had been 
handed down. 
The majoril of the 
court, in issuing a mandamus order, 
did not hand down a written opinion.

The dam age 
done by these slugs is often serious 
to the cherry aud pear foliage and is 
sometimes quite destructive, also, to 
the foliage of plum and quince. 
Remedies: These slugs are very eas­ 
ily destroyed, either by an arsenical 
spray or by tho use of white hellebore, 
'rile best arsenical to use is arsenate of 
lead and should be applied as a misty 
spray so as to cover the upper surface 
of the leaves as soon as tile slugs 
a re seen in any considerable numbers. 
Use iii the proportion o f: 
Lead paste, 
one pound ; water, 30 gallons. 
Use the white hellebore in the pro­ 
p o rtio n of one o u n c e of the powder to 
each three gallons of w ater and spray 
a s directed in case of arsen ate of lead, 
above. 
White hellebore is fully as efficient 
as the arsenate of lead and is to be 
recommended in all cases where there 
is fruit nearly m ature upon the tr e e s, 
as it is not likely to do any serious 
injury to persons who might eat free­ 
ly of the fruit afterwards.
